#9 R IF exceſle in their mourning, andlamen- 
Oe WF tations for their dead, bids them ſor - 
EEE] row not even 4s others, which have no 
ope.v.13, Andthe great argument which he ur- ' 
geth to aſlwage their ſorrowes, is drawn from the 
certainty of the reſurreion of the dead Who die in 
the Lord, grounded upon the power of God, Them 
will God bring with him: and upon the Reſurrection 
of Chriſt: For if we beleeve that Feſws. dyed and roſe 
againe; even ſo them alſo which ſleep in Feſus will God 
brine with him. 

But here the inquiry, is, how the reſurreRion of be- 
lievers may be argued from the reſurretion of 
of Chriſt ? He being very God had power 10 lay 
down his life, and take it up againe,Foh:10.18. Its _ 
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(2) | 
ſo with believers, To which is anſwered | 

I. That from the reſurreRion of Chriſt there may 
be inferred, 1. A poſſibility of the reſurreion of be- 
lievers, Chriſt being very man, like unto us, though 
dead and buried was raiſed againe,which ſheweth thar 
the returning from death to life is poſſible, 

2. Chriſt his reſurre&ion maketh the reſurrection 
of the bodies of beleevers to have Probability in it, 
His reſurrection being a pledge and evidence of their 
Juſtification, Rom.4.laſt verſe. He was aclivered for 
our offences and raiſed againe for our Fuſlification. 
[For our Juſtification] by way of declaration and 
manifeſtation, that he had fully diſcharged all his peo- 
ple from the guilt and puniſhment of finne, which 

" alone holds under the dominion of death. As the caſe 
the ſuretieſtands between Creditor, Debtor, Suretie 
being impriſoned payeth the debr, hath his liberty 
and inlargement, whereby is evidenced that full ſati(- 
faQion is made: And therefore it is Juſt, equal! ,* 
and rationall that the principall debtor ſhould be re- 
leaſed and'diſcharged alſo, 

- 3+ The reſurretion of Chriſt dothnot qnely in- 
terre poſſibility, and probability, bur the xeceſrty of 
the reſurrection of believers, becaule of that union 
which is between Chriſt and them, as head and mem- 
bers; the head being raiſed, the body muſt riſe ao, 
Chriſt and the Saints to Glory. - 
 Forthe opening of the termes,Quzre, 1, What 
itis tO ſleep 1 Jeſus? Anſw.Believers are ſaid to ſleep 


in Ieſus, becauſe of that ſpiritual union they have _ 
Jeſus,

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Jeſus, as members of that myſticall body , whereof 
| heis the head; for as when Chrift was dead and his 
body in the grave, the Hypoſtaticall union was not 
diſſolved; but till the body of Chriſt was united to 
the Godhead; (o believers | Ho dead, and buried have 
Nill a reall myſticall union with Chriſt, who ownes 
the duſt and aſhes of his ſervants, as Chriſt himſelte 
argueth it Matth. 22.31, 32, As touching the reſur- 
rection of the dead, have you not read, that which was 
ſpoken to you by,God ſaying, I am the God of Abraham, 
and the God of Iſaac the God of Jacob ? God is not 
the God of the dead, but of the living. Whereby he 
aſſerts the perpetuity of the union between God and 
believers, and proves to the Sadduces the neceflity 
of the reſurrection of believers unto life, 

The ſecond Quzre is, what Gods bringing them 
with him implyeth > Anf. 1. the reuniting of their 
ſoules and bodes. 2. The reſurreion, and railing 
of their dead bodies, 3, The advancing them in 
ſoules and bodies to heavenand glory, that they may 
ſee the face of God for ever , he being almighty un- 
dertakes who is able to doe it. 

The words thus opened give out three obſerya- 

tions, 

1. That death is but a ſleep to believers. 

2, Believers dead and buried,fleep in Jeſus: 

3. Believers that ſleep in Jeſus, ſhall be bronght to 
Glory with Jeſus, Of which in order briefly, having 
an eye of reſpect to each of them in the Applicz-

Fot the firſt, that death is but a ſleep,the grave but 
a bed to ſaints departed, is the conſtant language of 
the ſpirit, in the old teſtament, and in the new. The 
Lord ſaid to Moſes, thou ſhalt ſleep (or lye down) 
with thy fathers, Devt.31.16. David ſlept with his 
fathers, 1 King.12, 10, Steven ſtoned to death fell 
4 ſleep AR, 7. ult., And we ſhall not all ſleep, 
1Cor.15.51, It wereealy to multiply quotations in 
this kinde, 

How death is a fleep to believets ? 

Here the Allegorizing Poſtillers will tell us, how 
as ſleep, ſo death ſteals inſenſtbly on us; how death 
and ſleep doe binde up theſenſes, and take off from 
ſeverall as and operations, &c, and runne the re- 
ſemblance farre, if not too farre. I ſhall content my 
ſelfe with two Analogies, which are cleare and obvi- 
Us, 

1.As ſleep ſo death is areſt,and ceſſation from labours, 
There the weary be atreſt Job, 3. 17. The righteous 
reſt in their beds. lay 57.2. Bleſſed are the dead which 
are in the Lord,they reſt from their labours, Rev. 14-13, 

There be ſeverall great and fore labours which be- 
lievers reſt from, when they are dead and buried. 
I. Thelabour of their particular callings,) They 
in the ſweat of their browes eat their bread,and Judge 
themſelves not worthy to eat, unleſſe willive to work. 
The bread of idleneſle hath no relliſh with them; but 
of care and induſtrie is ſ\veete to their taſt. 

Early up, down late, caring, and toyling, expoſing , 
themſelves to violence of winde and weather, to be 

a ba {corched

ſcorch'd with heat in ſummer to be nipt and ſhrivell'd 
with cold in winter,is part of their labour, which death 
frees them from. \ 
- 2, They reſt from the labour of bodily infirmicies. 
(Its laborare morbo) No more paines or aches: no 
hungering or thirſting,no grinding paines of Gout or 
«Stone,no burning teavers or fiery inflamations, no 
flouds or deluges ofrheums pr catarrhes,nodroplies or 
Conſumprtion,no diſcaſe,no maladie, that they labour 
' under. | 

3» They reſt fromthelabours of moleſtations and 
perſecutions from the world. No more (poyling or 
confiſcation of goods, no more bonds, or impriſon- 
ments,no exile, or baniſhment; no cruel! mockings, 
or taunting deriſtons,. There the priſoners reſt toge- 
ther, they heare not the woyce of the oppreſſor, Jo0.3, 
18, There the ſervant ts free from the maſter,v.1g. 

4+ They reſt from temptations, the fiery darts and 
furious aflaults of Satan, No more injeRtion of 
Atheiſticall, or blaſphemous thoughts. No more 
inticements , or. ſolicitations to the leaſt iniquity: 
Death ſets us beyond the reach of the power, malice, 
or policy of that deſtroyer, who now goeth about ſee- 
king whom he may devoure. 

5. They reſt from the corruptions of their own 
hearts: no more pride, or paſſion, no murmuriag or 
quarrelling with the Lord or his diſpenſations. No 
law in our members warring againſt the law of our 
mindes, or leading us captive to the lawof ſin. No 
crying out wretched meni that we are, who [hall deliver

out by death. Filia devoravit matrem. Death is 
the bodies captivity to the graye, but the (oules deli- 
verance from fin, 

Laſtly, they reſt from this ſore labour alfo, that of 
divine diſertions. This voyce, my God, my God, why 
haſt thou for ſaken me? is not heardinheaven, God 
never hideth his face more, bur lifteth np the lighc 
of his countenance upon them in glory for ever, 
Thus is death a ceſſation and reſt from labours, 

2. Sleep is a repairer of ſtrength and ſpirits, fit- 
ting for ations of naturall life, duties of calling, wal- 
king,working,8&c. The body gaines much by ſleep, 
and more by death. Irs gaine by ſleep, is as it were 


- by pence,and ſhillings; Its gaine by death is by pounds 


and hundreds. Our bodie's ſubject to wearineſle 
and fainting,to dulnefle and liſtleſneſle in the evening 
of death , ſhall have nimbleneſle- and activity in the 
morning of the reſurretion. They'l be agil and nim- 
ble enough,when caueht up In the clouds to meet the 
Lord inthe aire, 1Theſſ.4.17. The worke of pray- 
ling God, finging P falmes, and Hymnes, and ſpiritu- 
all ſongs, which is now a wearinefſe,and burden to us, 
our lungs fainting,and our ſpirits failing, will then be 
altogether delighttull tro us, our work and wages, and 
to ſing Hallelujahs, Salvation, honour, might, maje- 
ſty,dominion,8c. will be the Saints ſervice and glo- 
ry for eternity. A graine of Corne ſowne in the 
earth dyeth and multiplyeth to thirty, ſixty, and an 
hundred fold:even ſuch is man,ſo alſo is the rel; —

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on of the dead, 1 Cor: 15. 42,43, 44 Wherethe A- 
poſtle layeth down by way of Antitheſis between 
the body dead and the body raiſed, and ſhewes whar 
great gaine and advantage, comes in at the reſur- 
reCtion- 

I, Itis ſownein corruption (that is) in a ſubjeion 
to alteration and putretaftion, Ir is raiſed in 
incorruption (thatis) in impaſſibllity, and immorta* 
lity. | 

5 Itis fownin diſhonour, to wit void of exter- 
nall forme and beauty. The body that's moſt lovely 
in time of life, is pale, cold, and gaſtly in death, Abra- 
ham would have Sarah the delight. of his eyes buried 
out of his ſight. Gen. 23.4. Yet this body is raiſed 
[in glory] and coruſcant, ſhining in ſplendour as the 
ſtares, and ſun in the firmament, Moſes his face ſhi- 
ning to the dazeling of the eyes of the people, that 
they could not behold ic: Chriſts glory in his tranſ- 
figuration may give faire intimations what ſhall be 
the glory ofthe bodies of the Saints at the reſurreRi- 
on : this we are ſure of, that our vile bodies ſhall be 
made like unto the glorious body of our Lord Feſu«s 
Chriſt, Phil. 3.v,laſt. 

3- Thebody is ſowne [iz weakneſs: ] deſtitute of 
motion and ſtrength; not able to drive away wormes 
or corruption which prey upon it. The ſtouteſt 
Sampſon,or ſtrongeſt Goliah; when dead and buried, is 
weake and feeble; but the bodies of the ſaints are rai- 
ſein power] tull of ſtrength, and vigour; nimble

4. It is fown [| a naturall body 7] guided by the 
ſoule, exerciſed while alive in animal operations, nu- 
trition, augmentation, to eat and drinke, 8&c, but 
itis raiſed [ a ſpirituall- body]; not that rhe body is 
changed into a Spiritzbut it is Spirituall. 

I. Ratione ducts. "Tis guided and conducted by the 
Spirit, 

2. Rationeoperts, It's worke is ſpiritual, lauding, 
and prayſtng God, giving glory to him that fitteth on 
the throne,and to the Lambe for ever. 

3+ Ratione preſervation, It is not preſerved by 
naturall means, food and phyfick, as in this life; bur 
by the immediate power of God, as Angels, and the 
ſpirits of juſt men made perte&, are. And thus it 
appears, that the body gaines much by death, and its 
awakeing at the ReſurreRion. 

Believers dying fall aſleep , and being dtad ſleep in 
Feſus, or by Jelus, as pro ir is frequent in Scrip- 
eure: | 

But how doe they fall aſleep, and ſleep in Jeſus ? 

Ry 
perſeverance-to the end in the dodrine, and taith of 
Jeſus. They are ſaid to die, or fall aſleep in Jeſus,

fon . This gracious change paſleth on every ſoule 


that is united to Jeſus Chriſt. Such alone live and

2. Union with believers,as fellow members, by 
love,is anevidence of our union with Chriſt the head 
by faith. Which love is firſt, incere, and ſingle to 
believers qua tales, becauſe we ſee the image of God 
in them, ſhining forth in holynefle,and righteouſneſle, 
Secondly, Ir is an. #niverſall love, which followes 


from the ſincerity of our love. Wherefore, he that

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loverh one Saint for Saintfhip, loveth every Saint. 
The Apoſtle putteth theſe- two golden links toge- 
ther, Faith in Chriſt, and love to all the Saints, Eph. 


1.15. Were my love reſtrained onely to believers 


of my way, and my opinion, that love would {avour 
to0 much of tation, and parties; too little of Goſ- 
pell ſimplicity. 

Thirdly, Truelove is a conniving love, winking 
at the llrmicic of our brethren: not blazing them 
abroad to the diſhonour of their perſons, profeſſion, 
and the Goſpell, Fourthly,itis a ſympathizinglove, 
both in weale and woe. 2Cor.11,29. Who is weake, 
aud I am not weake? who i offended;and I burne not? 
| Rejoyce with them that rejoyce, and weep with them that 
weep. The glaſly eye pat into the head weeps not; 
the wooden leg tied on aketh not,though the body 
be ſorely wounded, and all ics bones broken, Itno 
Sympathy. no member, 

Fittly, True love' is a relieving love, in propor- 
tion to the neceſſities of 'our brethren, and our abi- 
littes. | 

Laſtly, Ir is an aſſociating love, making choice of, 
and delighting in the - company of true believers. 
Paul a convert preſently joyneth himſelfe to the 
diſciples at Damaſcus and Jeruſalem. For any to ſa 


they love the Saints, and ſervants of God, bur in the 
mean time Care not for their company, or are ſoon 
weary of their diſcourſe, and conference, if ſpirituall, 
and gracious z {uch do but deceive themſelves, they 
neither love Chriſt nor = people in ſincerity, Where 


ever

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ever a change of nature goeth, there goeth a change 
of company, Could I fancy dogs or ſwine meta- 
morphoſed, or turnd into ſheep, or lambs; they would 

preſently flock tothe ſheep and to the lambs. 
' Thethirdevidence of being in Chriſt,is the newnes 
of the creature, 2Cor.5.17.. If any man be in Chriſt, 
he is a new creature, (or new creation) which creation 
is firſt ex nih4lo,or ex materia inhabili,out of nothing, 
or matter no way diſpoſed thereunto, Thus in 
the old creation the confuſed Chaos was produced of 
nothing: and the rib of 4daw had .no more habi- 
litie, or difpoſition to take the forme of a woman, 
then ofa beaſt or any other creature. Even fo in the 
new creation, or forming of Chriſt, it is firſt ex nh1lo, 
out of nothing. Soules are firſt convinced of their 
, nothingneſſeinthemſelves; and that they have ro ha- 
{ bilitie, or diſpoſition to holineſte, Indiſpoſition an 
averſenes rather thereunto, Out of this nothing

She had the ornament ofa meek 
and quiet ſpirit, with that ſhe was eminently adorn'd, 
ſhee looked not upon gawdy vaine dreffes as anor-' 
nament: Sheneither liked them, gor conformed ro 
them , but went in a grave, decent,[ober attire: ſhe 
was humble, geatle, tender hearted, full of bowels of 
compaſſion, remembring ſuch. as were 13 bonds, as if 
ſhe was bonnd with them. She was of foaffable, fweer, 
and courteous adiſpoſitian;as the gained abundance of 
love, 2nd reſpect from thoſe that converfed with her. 
By this meanes ſhe was the greater-gainer by all good 
conterences, .It was: her ufuall' caftorne to move 
good diſcourſe, and oft ines turneithe ge |

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other 'impertinent- diſcourſes-into- ſomewhat, which 
was folid tending to edification;; and adminiſtring 
grace unto the hearer, She kept a Diary of Gods 
dealings with her foule,an1 of thole various diſpenſa- 
tions ſhe met withall. She was. mach buſted in 
prayer ,:: meditation, -and *ſelfe-examination. - She 
would often defire her husband, and others of her ac- 
quaintance to deale plainky and impartially with her: 
*« For ({aid:ſhee). I would not be-deceived with a 
< formall proteſhon;nor a! temporary faith. Perhaps 
« through-affetion;you'may think farre better of me, 
© then I deſerve. Wheretore I deſire you to ſift and 
© ſearch me thoroughly,for ſuch playne dealing I like 
«beſt ofall, and thoſe are my beſt Friends who deale 
**-moſt plaialy with me. . | 
-:: An-proceſle of time after a caretull watching over 
her heart;and frequent addreſſes made unto the throne 
of grace, ſhe found anſwerable Returnes: God gave 
heralarge meaſure both of parts and graces: ſhe was 
able:to-convince gayn- ſayers; ſhe abounded in taith, 
love, metknefle, ow ity, and thereſt of the graces 
of the Spirit. '- Inſomuch as ſhee became a Chriſtian 
m the higher forme, atall Cedar of Libanws, a grown, 
folid,and excellent Chriſtian, 
* :lr: pleaſed: Gad for tryall of her graces to exerciſe 
her.much;in the -Schoole-of aftliion: -- Infomuch 
as far ten yeares before her death, ſhe was (one time 
reckoned with another) at leaſt halfe the time ſick, 
But chis ſtckneſlt to her body,” God ordered it to be 
4medicine to tier ſoule --1 For the ſpirit of-prayer was 
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much ſet a working : Her faith, love, and patience 
did appeare more eminently - Our of the furnace 
ſhecame forth as Gold purityed ſeven times, ſo that 
therod and ſtafte, correion and inſtruction went to- 
gether; and by thele fatherly chaſtiſements her ſoule 
did thrive more abundantly. When ſhe was able, ſhe 
trequented publick aſlemblies: They were her de- 
light, ſhe was a profeſt adverſary to withdrawing 
trom publick aſſemblies: Both them, and the Reve- 
rend Miniſters of the Goſpell ſhee had in high eſteem 
and reverence all her daies, And when the was nor 
able to goe to the publick congregation, ſhe would 
ſpend her time inreading, praying, and meditating at 
home, and imploy friends to pray with-her, and read 
to her: . Such who were ſtable, fincere Chriſtians, 
were her delight; thoſe ſhe accounted more excellent 
then their neighbougzs. She would often ſay, fbe 
valued no friends like unto = friends, Concer- 
ning her carriage to hec Relations (for reall Saints 
ſhew it in their ſeveral] capacities) Never was a wife 
more tull of ſfincgge love and reſpect to her husband, 
whom ſhe love$ntirely, and was as entirely beloved 
by him, How tender was her affection to her chil- 
cren,caretull to catechiſe and inſtruc them in the teare 
ot God,andupon her death bed, amongſt many excel - 
lent counſells added this charge from a dying mother 
—= That they ſbould remember, that they had a Mother 
who would not allow them in any ſin. She was.caretull 
to inſtru her ſervants and teach them. the. keare of 
the Lord,: Indeed ſhe was ready and willing .(&s op+ 
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portunity was offered) to doe good unto all: And 
235 need required gave both Corporall and ſpirituall 
food: ſhe had a large heart and improved it todoe 
a great deale of good in a little time. Inſomuch as 
the poore, the lick, the afflicted , the unexperienced 
to whom the was uſefull whileſt ſhe lived, will now 
miſle her very much ſhe is dead, What ſhall I adde 
more, the was one of thoſe worthies , of whom the 
world was not worthy. And to give yet a further 
charaRer of her: I will here ſer down a Narative 
coppyed exatly out of her own hand writing, of 
Gods gracious dealings with her ſoule, as tolloweth

etving heart, by a cleare manifeſtation unto my ſoule, 


that I had not committed that ſin: And ſo aſiured me , 


that though my ſins, mere great , yet pardoxable,. which 
put me mare chearfully\upon the uſe of ſuch means , 
as the Lofd ſhanld dirett me unto. And. having ſati(- 
fadtion given in concerning this particular, there was 4 
great burthen'toak off my ſpirit. Although 1 found no 
gracein my heart, not diſcovery of the loveof God unto 
my ſoult,yet in that thert was but a-poſſubility, there was 
a ground of comfort adminiſtred unto my heart, which 


1 formerly feared, , that 1 ſhould be ſhut out of that. But 


ſtill my feares; remained, that I. was not one of thoſe in 
particular, for whom Chriſt diced. The more 1 looked 
#nto mine own heart, the more I ſaw of ſin and Satan, 
diſcouraging me from having any hope, that the Lord 
ſhould _ of ſuch a wile ſinfull wretch as I, who had 
entertained ſuch finfull thoughts, I likewiſe thought how 
ſmall the number was of thoſe that ſhould be Fad in 
compariſon of others; and my repentance I feared, came 
ſhort of that which was required in the Goſpell. As for 
faith, Ttould not find the leaſt meaſure of it in my ſoule;, 
withmany other ſad diſcouraging thoughts: But when 1 
1.44 moſt perplexed with feares, and doubts, even then 
did the Lord graciouſly dart in ſome beames of his re- 
conciled countenance, as I was reading ſomething in 


Mr Scudders booke, which the Lord ſet home upon m 
| ws x foule 
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- ſoule, and brought into my ſoule ſo much joy and com- 
fort at the preſent , 4s neither my tongue nor pen can 
expreſſe: But this joy remaincd not long, 1 quickly 
loſt the ſenſe of it: Tet the remembrance of it was 
ſweet unto me at all times. But after this all my for- 
mer feares returned againe _ upon my heart, onely 
1 had a doore of hope opened, that when God ſaw it beſt 
for me, he wonld returne and renew his reconciled coun: 
tenancce unto my ſoule in the cleererlight and apprehen- 
ſion thereof. And this was, when 1 was about ſixteene 
yeares of age. After which time the Lord did exerciſe 
me with various diſpenſations. For two yeares I was 
Ly providence caſt upon a place where I heard very linle 
powerfull preaching,ſmall helps for the good of my ſoule, 
but what the Lord was pleaſed. to give in by the uſe of 
private meanes,. But iis power atid abundant mercy 
was much ſcene inthat time, that though I had not much 
comfort, yet the Lord was pleaſed to keep up my ſpirit in 
a way of depending upon him, and my feares were leſſe at 
that time then farmerly, when 1 had more helps. ſo gra» 
cious was the. Lord unto mee in _ meealive 1n 4 
time of famine. After this through Gods —_— I * Mr Bateman 
was ſometimes under the preaching of a powerfull * Mi- * 9%ngan, 
niſter, who was crowned with the converſion, ftrength- 
ning,and building up of many ſoules: unto. whoſe prea- 
ching the Lord gave me ſuch a bleſiing, as 1 ſeldome if 
ever went away from hearing him mithout comfort, 
Though I came to heare him with many doubts upon my 
ſpirit, yet the Lord ſo ruled and direfted him,. as if his 
Sermons had been oxely concerning my particular, and 
F be 
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he fully acquainted with the whole condition of my ſonle: 
ſometimes the Lord direetrd me to ſome ſupporting pro- 
mniſes, upon which 1 relied. But thoſe promiſes which 
were made to believers though 1 higþty priced them, yet 
1 dur ft not apply them to my ſeife : 7 art that 1 had 
no intereſt in them, But that promiſe, Prov. 28. 13. 
he that confeſleth and forſaketh his fins, ſhall nd 
mercy, and 1 Foh.1.g. It we confeſſe our (ins, he is 
faithfull and juſt co forgive us our fins, and to cleanſe 
us from all unrighteouſneſſe. And the promiſe is 
1 Fok.2,1,2. © It atiy-man fin, we have an advocate 
with the facher, Jeſus Chriſt the Righteous: And 
he is the propitiation for our fins: and not forours 
onely, bat alſo for the {19s ofthe whole world, And 
that Invitation Tſat;55.1. Ho, every one that thir- 
ſerh, come ye. to:the waters, and he that hath no.mo- 
ney,come ye,. buy and eate, yea come, buy wine and 
milke withour money and without price , together 
wuth the reft of the chapters , all thoſe places the Lord 
often made 4 ſtay unto my ſoule. And afterward the 
Lord ſo bleſt. one' meants or other unto me, inſomuch 
that I was kept from finking and falling into ſuch hor- 
rowr 45 many of the people of God ſometimes fell into. 
Bud yet wy feares and doubts were fo many, as my com- 
fort never laſted long, Tf the Lord did but hide his 
| faceI was troubled. No longer could 1 believe (then 
1 found new ſtrength eiver in) that the Lord would ever 
have mercy upon my ſoule. The ſenſe of Original ſin 
«nd actuall tranſgreſſions in their filthineſſe and guil- 
zaneſſe canſed my feares yet toremaine upon wy ſpirit , 


my 
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aith then ſeemed wery ſmall, If Thad any, which 1 
"ſt qnejl om raph thex ſay, Lord Greaſe my 
taich, but I could cry earneſtly, O Lord workefaith in 
me. I found much dulnſe, deadneſie , manifold di- 
ſtrattions in duties, ſothat God might juſtly have with- 
drawne himſeife from me for ever. Tet notwithſtas+ 
aing ail my uneven walking with God, he was graclonſly 
pleaſed to Pre his mercy unto my ſoule: when 1 mas 
ſtruck with ſuch weakneſses as Iappreveaed might quickly 
have ended my life, I fell into agreat fearezat the fir(t 
finding my heart to fink, the Lord 945 —_ to give me 
ſo much reſpite, as ts powre ont my ſoule before him, de - 
firing ſtrenath, and ſupport from him, to = up my 
ſpirit, and 19 make me willing 30 ſubmit to his diſpenſa- 
tions. And the Lord sraciouſly anſwered my prayers, 
in that he removed all my former doubtings, andfeares 
all the time of that ſickneſſe, which was long, and ſa dax- 
gerons, that neither I, nor others expected my life. The 
Lord then cleared up my evidences for Heaven, and 
gave me in ſo much comfort againſt the apprehen- 
ſion of death, as 1 ntver had in all my life be- 
fore. Other the like tryalls of the Lords love T1 
found ſtill , when 1 was in the greateſt extremity , 
and ſtood moſt in need of help from bim, inſomuch 4s at 
ſuch times, 1 have hoped that I ſhould never againe have 
queſtioned the love of God to my foule. But I have found 
1t otherwiſg by ſad experience, for when theſe impreſtans 
were worne off, 1 have been ready tocall all in queſtion 
again concerning my poor ſoul, It made me oft think of 
that which was laid to Selomans. charge, that be _ 
F 2 the 
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the Lord who appeared unto him twice. 7 found it the 
hardeſt thing to believe, that ever I went about, But 
this wavering condition could not ſatiſfy my ſoule, for 
the Lord giving me ſometimes a glimpſe 74 his love, 
made me long after fuller enjoyments of 0 that I was 
carried out. with a- reſtleſie impatience to beghe that 
the Lord would take away that heart of unbeliefe from 
me, which did both d1ſhonour him, and hinder me from 
that peace, wohichthe Lord was willing that his R_s 
ſhould enjoy. My heart being then brought unto that 
frame, I was more willing, then ever I was before , to 
1mpart my Condition unto 7 4 [pirituall friends, whom 
F my to deale impartially with me, acquainting them 
with the whole condition of my ſoule, how far the Lord 
had carryed me on, and at what I ſtuck, and ſtill as new 
objettions did ariſe, 1 laboured to get ſatisfattion: Being 
convinced that I had too mach prejudiced my ſelfe, in 
that 1had not made my Condition known ſooner to ſome, 
who were able to give me advice. This way of communi- 
cating my condition, I found that the Lord bleſt wnto 
amy ſoule, inſomuch that my hopes were more confirmed, 
my feares more removed, my faith more ſtrengthned, 
and by the hearing of ſuch ſermons, and reading ſuch 
Books, as came cloſeſt to the conſcience, and were moſt 
for tryall of ones _ condition; 1 found the grea- 
zeſt benefit by, and received the moſt comfort fromthem, 
Formerly 1 had many feares, that I was not one of them, 
who had an Intereſt in the Eleion of erace. But the 
Lord after wards put into my heart to inquire, whether I

ſearching into my own heart, the Lord was pleaſed after 
many yeares of fearc, at laſt to evidence unto my ſoule, 
that there was 4 change wrought in my heart, will, and 
affections, notwithſtanding the remainders of ſin and 
corruption, which ſtill encompaſſed me about. Being con- 
fident that he that had begun this goed work, would not 
leave it unfiniſhed till the day of Feſus Chriſt. The Lord 
was pleaſed to ſet home ſeverall promiſes for the 
ſtrengyhning of my faith, wiz. thoſe which ſet down the 
everlaſting covenant, 2 Sam, 23. 5. the everlaſting 
loveof God, Fer. 31.3-Fohn 11.13.The certainty of 
' the foundation: 2 Tim, 2. 19. The certainty of the 
promiſes. 2 Cor. I. 20. They are all in him yea and 
amen: And that the children of God have eternall life 
promiſed unto them, and that none ſhall be ever able to 
pluck them out of Chrifts hands, Fohn 10. 28. Then 
for divers yeares the Lord was pleaſed to ſtay me, to lead 
and guide me, untill he had ſet my feet upon that rock; 
which is higher than I, from whence I cruſt 7 ſhall ne- 
wer be removed. And now my hearts defare is to aſcribe 
that meaſure of hope and comfort, which the Lord hath 
given me at any time, onely unto the praiſe of the glory 
of his grace, who hath made me accepted in the belo- 
ved, which is ſo great a mercy, as I can never enough 
be thankfull for, nor walke anſwerable thereunto,” 7 
know when 1 look into my heart , there is matter of. 
feare , that the -Lord will withdraw the influ- 
ences of his comforts from me , But. that which 1 refs 
wpon w the free mercy of God in Chriſt expefting the 
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performance of his promiſes viz: Rom. 6.16. Sin ſhall 
not have dominion over you, becaule ye are not un- 
_ der the Law, but under grace, Exe. 36, 25, That 
he will ſprinkle cleane water upon me, and that he 
willgivemeanew heart, and put a new4pirit within 
me; that he will take away my ſtony heart, and give 
me an heart of fleſh, being perſwaded that the Lord 
would keep me by his own power through faith unto 
{alvation, And now that 1 may have all the graces 
ef the ſpirit ſtrengthned and increaſed in me , ich F 
find 1 ſtand in continuall need of , 1ts the deſire of my 
| ſoule to be partaker of the Lords (upper which through the 
blood of Chriſt onely I hawe right unto. 

This is 'the particular accompt of Gods gracious 
dealing with this Godly Gentlewoman. Conſidering 
there was no adminiſtration of the Sacrament in that 
Parochiall Congregation where ſhe lived, and uſed to 
receive formerly, nor any Paſtor at all to officiate 
there,ſhe being nd to enjoy that great ordinance, 
and after a pure way of adminiſtration, ſent the 
forementioned Narrative to a Reverend and faithfull 
Miniſter of the Goſpell living in the Univerſity, who 
admitted her unto theParticipatio of theLordsſupper, 
in that Publick Aſſembly where he adminiſtred it. 

Now it may be uſefull to make mention of her 
laſt ſickneſſe,e ſpecially eight weeks betore her death. 
All her diſcourſes were ſavoury, tending to edifica- 
tion. Many good Chriſtians came to vilit her, who 
all (if it werenot their own fault ) might reape ſome 


ſpiituall benefit from thoſe many excellent rs 
whic 
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which proceeded out of her mouth, /-And the Coun. 
ſells ſhe gave to her Relations and other Friends, 
were temperd with gravity, and aftetion, She ac- 
cuſtomed not her ſelfe to affeRation of high Aowne 
phraſes, but held faſt the forme of ſound words, She 
was an old Ditciple, and her grave and ſober language 
accordingly diſcovered her to to be. 

From the very firſt ot her laſt ſickneſſe her appre- 
henſton was ſhe ſhould die ſhortly , and her longing 
delize was to be difolved, and be with Chrift: She 
often repeated thoſe words of Job, There the weary 
goe to reſt; and thoſe words in the cloſe of the Revela- 
rions,Come Lord Feſus ,come quickly. _— her death 
approaching (whereof ſhe was very ſenſible) ſhe askt 
her husband, what promiſes of aſſurance were a firme 
ground for herto bottome on: He named Fohn 10. 
28, And Igive untothem eternall life; ana they ſhall 
never periſh, neither ſhall ——_ pluck them out of 
bang: Likewiſe he added, . 8.33,34. Who hall 
lay any thing te the-charge of Gods elefF? Tt i God 
that juſtifieth, who ts he that conderaneth:. - It @ Chriſt 
that died, yea rather that ts riſen ag aine, who is ever at 
the right hand of God , nho alſo maketh interceſſion for 
ws: Headded v.38,39. For I am perſwaded that 
neither death nor life, nor Angels, nor Prancipalities, 
mor Powers, nor things preſent ,nor things to come; Nor 
height,nor depth, nor any other creature ſhall be able to 
ſeparate us from the love of God, which s in Chriſt f e 
ſus our Lord. Theſe (laid ſhe)are ſweet Promiles ; 
That morning ſhe died, ſhe defired her — 
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read the 77 chapter of John (which chapter that emi- 
nently holy Scotchman Mr Rollocke cauſed to be 
read co him when he was dying ) After that was read 
ſhe was raviſht with great joy, and expreſt her ſelte 
accordingly. Her Husband, and two friends prayed 
with her,. after the laſt prayer was ended, the faid 
my fleſh and my heart faileth: Her Husband anſwered | 
Hey that God was the ſtrenzth of her heart, and her por- 
tion for ever, He would never faile her: (he returnd 
an anſwer (which -was the laſt words the (pake to him) 
He will never:faile me. About an houre after ſhe * 
reſigned up her: ſpirit ro God who gave it, and her 
laſt words were, 1 have finiſhed my courſe, She llepr 
in Jeſus Decemb. 8. 1654- To her to livewas Chriſt, 
and to dic was gaine, ſhelived much defired, and died 
muchilamented: , Her name 1s like pretiows Oyntment 
powred forth: {he lived holily, and dyed comfortably, 
and now partakes of thoſe joies which eye hath not ſeen, 
nor eare heard,neither can enter into the heart of man to 
conceive, even thoſe things which God bath prepared for 
themthat love him, .
